the Sudan Interior Mission, Under. the 
auspices of this new society he re 
turned to the Sudan, but was stric ken 
down with fever and compelled to re- 
turn, The work of the mission, how- 
ever, has since prospered; its methods 
are similar to those of the China In- 
land Mission, and it has now some 125 
missionaries on the field. Mr. Bing- 
ham is acting as secretary-treasurer 
for the society and has his headquar- 
tors in Toronto, The story of this 
Inission field is a fascinating one, and

then would arise: Are the Dominions 
ready for this system of Mederal Gov- 
ernment within the British Kmpire? 
That is to say, taking Canada as a 
type, are they ready to have added 
to their municipal, provincial and 


dominion tax an Imperial levy ? Whiist 
the speaker nersonally hoped for the 
continued union among the various 
parts of the British Empire, he was 
of the opinion that the mafority of 
people are beginning to look to the 
other extreme—that of separation, 
There was no doubt that the entry of 
the United States into the ware- an 
independent country fighting with us 
for a common cause-—-would be an 
important factor in turning the 
thoughts of the people in this direc- 
tion, The enswer to the probiem 
would come in the question: To whom 
do we owe our allegiance? Is it to 
Canada first and afterwards to the 
British Empire, or is it to the British 
¥mpire before everything else?
